AN ACT Relating to the nethod of calculating public wutility
di strict conmm ssioner conpensation; and anmendi ng RCW54. 12. 080.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW54.12.080 and 2008 ¢ 218 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Conmi ssioners of public utility districts ((are—eHgiblete))
shall receive salaries as foll ows:

(a) Each public wutility district commssioner of a district
operating utility properties shall receive a salary of one thousand
((feur)) eight hundred dollars per nonth, as adjusted for inflation by
the office of financial nanagenent in subsection (6) of this section
during a calendar year if the district received total gross revenue of
over fifteen mllion dollars during the fiscal year ending June 30th
before the cal endar year. ((Hewever—the—board—oef—cormm-ssioners—of

(b) Each public wutility district commssioner of a district
operating utility properties shall receive a salary of one thousand
three _hundred dollars per nonth, as_ adjusted for _inflation by the
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office_of financial nanagenent in_subsection_ (6) of this_section,
during a calendar year if the district received total gross revenue of
fromtwo mllion dollars to fifteen mllion dollars during the fisca

year endi ng June 30th before the cal endar year. ((Hewever—theboard
of — conm-sstoners —ofb —sueh —a — pubbe —ut-Hby — di-strteb — Ry —pass —a
resobtt-on—inereastng—tHhe —rate—ol —salary—up—to—one—thousand —three
hundred doltars per nwonth.))

(c) Comm ssioners of other districts shall ((serve—wtheut))
receive a salary((—Hewever——the—board—of—comm-sstoners—oft—such—a
pubH-e—uti-H-y —di-streb—rry—pass —a—resoluton—provi-ding —tor—salartes
not-—exeeeding)) of six hundred dollars per nonth, as_ adjusted for
inflation by the office of financial nanagenent in_subsection (6) of
this section, for each comm ssioner.

(2) Inaddition to salary, all districts ((fay)) shall provide ((by
reselut+oen)) for the paynent of per diem conpensation to each
commi ssioner at arate ((nret—exceeding)) of ninety dollars, as adjusted
for inflation by the office_of financial managenent in subsection (6)
of this_section, for each day or portion thereof spent in actual
attendance at official neetings of the district conmssion or in
performance of other official services or duties on behalf of the
district, to include neetings of the comm ssion of his or her district
or neetings attended by one or nore conmssioners of two or nore
districts called to consider business comon to them but such
conpensation paid during any one year to a conmssioner shall not
exceed twel ve thousand six hundred dollars, as adjusted for _inflation
by the office_of financial neanagenent in_subsection_(6) of this
section. Per diem conpensation shall not be paid for services of a
m ni sterial or professional nature.

(3) Any commi ssioner may waive all or any portion of his or her
conpensati on payable under this section as to any nonth or nonths
during his or her term of office, by a witten waiver filed wwth the
district as provided in this section. The waiver, to be effective,
must be filed any tinme after the comm ssioner's election and prior to
t he date on which the conpensati on woul d ot herwi se be paid. The waiver
shal | specify the nonth or period of nonths for which it is made.

(4) Each district comm ssioner shall be reinbursed for reasonable
expenses actually incurred in connection wth such business and
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nmeetings, including his or her subsistence and | odgi ng and travel while
away fromhis or her place of residence.

(5 Any district providing group insurance for its enployees,
covering them their imediate famly, and dependents, may provide
i nsurance for its conm ssioner with the same cover age.

(6) The dollar thresholds for salaries_and per diem conpensation
established in this section nust be adjusted for inflation by the
office of financial managenent every five years, beginning July 1,
2008, based upon changes in the consuner price index during that tine
period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any calendar year, that
year's annual average consuner price index, for Washington state, for
wage earners and clerical workers, all itens, conpiled by the bureau of
| abor and statistics, United States departnent of |abor. |If the bureau
of | abor and statistics devel ops nore than one consuner price index for
areas within the state, the index covering the greatest nunber of
peopl e, covering areas exclusively within the boundaries of the state,
and including all itens shall be used for the adjustnents for inflation
in this section. The office of financial managenent nust cal cul ate the
new dol lar threshold and transmt it to the office of the code reviser
for publication in the Washington State Register at |east one nonth
before the newdollar threshold is to take effect.

(7) A person holding office as conm ssioner for two or nore speci al
purpose districts shall receive only that per diem conpensation
aut hori zed for one of his or her conm ssioner positions as conpensation
for attending an official neeting or conducting official services or
duties while representing nore than one of his or her districts.
However, such conmmi ssioner may receive additional per diemconpensation
i f approved by resolution of all boards of the affected conm ssions.
